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Jurisdiction  of  the  Port 

By  an  order  of  the  Local  (Government  Board,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  day 
of  July,  1898,  permanently  constituting  "The  Swansea  Port  Sanitary  Authority,"  the 
limits  of  jurisdiction  are  set  forth  in  Section  II,  Article  10, 

SECTION  II  - The  Jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall  extend 
to  all  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies  on  the  landward  side  of  a 
straight  line  drawn  from  Mumbles  Point  to  the  South-eastern  extremity  of  the  said 
Port  at  Nash  Point,  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  within 
such  limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays 
€uid  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  the  place  or  places  which  may  from  time 
to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of 
the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring 
or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  Regulations  for  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  disease  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in 
that  behalf,  and  for  the  purpose  of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also 
extend  to  any  ship  which  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder, 
shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which 
shall  be  on  its  way  thither.

I feel  sure  that  it  will  be  your  wish  that  thanks  be  recorded  to  the  named 
officers  for  the  excellent  services  rendered  by  them  during  their  association  with 
the  Authority  and  also  your  best  wishes  for  their  future. 

Another  interesting  retirement  also  took  place  during  the  year,  I refer  to 
Mrs,  Gwilliam  who  for  42  years  had  been  responsible,  part  time,  for  the  cleaning  of 
the  Central  Office  of  the  Authority,  Her  loyal  and  faithful  services  were  recognised 
by  the  presentation  of  a honorarium  and  this  was  carried  out  by  yoxir  Chairman  Councillor 
J,  E,  Emanuel,  the  Mayor  of  Neath,  at  his  parlour. 

The  new  Local  Government  Act  necessitated  several  changes  in  the  members  of  the 
existing  Authority,  Some  retired  whilst  others  were  appointed  to  County  Councils 
so  it  was  agreed  that  the  occasion  should  be  recognised  by  an  appropriate  function 
to  mark  the  end  of  the  Authority  as  then  existing.

VISIT  OF  INSPECTION 

With  so  many  new  members  contituting  the  Authority  it  was  decided  that  a visit 
of  inspection  around  the  ports  under  its  jurisdiction  should  be  arranged  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  date  chosen  was  15th  October  and  the  visit  commenced  at  10,00  a,mo  and 
was  conducted  by  Mr,  Trevor  Phillips,  Operations  Manager  of  the  British  Transport 
Docks  Board,  Firstly,  a visit  v/as  made  to  the  B,  & I,  Feiryport  and  there  members 
inspected  the  offices  which  were  being  negotiated  for  use  of  the  staff  at  the  Locks, 

Then  followed  a visit  to  the  m,v,  "IKNISFALLEN*'  where  the  local  Manager  Mr,  Clough 
had  arranged  for  coffee  followed  by  an  inspection  of  the  vessel.  After  touring 
Sv/ansea  Docks  the  members  were  shown  the  various  berths  used  in  the  Neath  River  and 
then  proceeded  for  an  inspection  of  the  New  Harbour  at  Port  Talbot,  The  Chairman, 
Councillor  Emanuel,  Mayor  of  Neath,  thanked  Mr,  Trevor  Phillips  for  his  very  informative 
tour  and  Mr,  Clough  for  his  kindness  and  hospitality.  After  leaving  the  Now  Harbour, 
the  members  proceeded  to  the  Neath  Civic  Centre  where  they  were  entertained  to  lunch 
by  the  Chairman,  He  was  suitably  thanked  by  his  Vice-Chairman  Rev,  Leonard  John, 
v/ho  referred  to  the  fact  that  as  far  as  he  v;as  informed,  the  Authority  was  creating 
history  as  following  the  lunch  the  Authority  was  holding  its  first  quarterly  meeting 
other  than  at  the  Guildhall,  Sv/ansea, 

Thanks  to  the  Chairman,  to  Mr,  W,  G,  King,  Manager  of  the  Swansea  and  Port  Talbot 
Docks  Board  and  to  Mr,  L,  Clough  of  the  B,  & I,  Co,,  the  visit  proved  to  be  most 
interesting,  successful  and  memorable. 


4,636  vessels  entered  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  during 
the  year  1974  amounting  to  a net  tonnage  of  5,B95,B93.  Although  this  represented  an 
increase  of  268  in  the  number  of  arrivals  it  showed  a decrease  of  5^4JO,304  in  "the  net 
tonnage  v;hen  compared  with  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  Cargo  handled  at  all 
the  ports  amounted  to  11,008,200  tons,  a decrease  of  1,013,238  tons  when  compared 
with  the  1973  figures. 

The  figures  for  ships  using  the  berths  in  the  Neath  River  showed  increases  in 
the  number  of  vessels  arriving  there  as  well  as  in  their  total  net  tonnage  and  the 
amount  of  cargo  handled.  Unfortunately  the  amount  of  cargo  handled  in  the  ports  of 
Swansea,  and  Port  Talbot  combined,  showed  a decrease  when  compared  with  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year.  This  reduction  is  attributed  to  the  general  industrial  unrest 
v;hich  occurred  principally  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  in  the  steel  and  tinplate 
industries,  the  miners  strike  and  in  the  opencast  washeries.

In  addition  the  3-day  week  had  its  effect,  and  later  in  the  year  the  increase 
in  the  price  of  oil  led  to  a considerable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  petroleum 
leaving  the  port  of  Swansea, 

However  despite  these  reasons,  Swansea  in  1974  retained  its  position  as  the 
premier  South  Wales  port  of  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board, 


No  cases  of  infectious  diseases  to  which  the  International  Health  Regiilations 
apply  occurred  on  ships  during  the  year,  but  information  regarding  other  notifiable 
and  infectious  diseases  are  to  be  found  later  in  this  Report, 

Also  included  are  details  of  shore  and  ship  fresh  water  sampling,  particulars 
regarding  the  inspection  of  foodstuffs,  its  san5)ling  and  when  necessary,  its  condem- 
nation when  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

There  was  one  prosecution  against  the  Master  of  a ship  arriving  from  a foreign 
port  in  contravention  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1970-1974,  who 
allowed  one  of  his  crew  to  land  prior  to  "free  pratique"  being  granted. 

Although  there  were  no  prosecutions  taken  out  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  and  The 
Dark  Smoke  Regulations,  a few  warning  notices  had  to  be  served  drawing  the  attention 
of  the  Master  to  the  risk  of  contravention  of  the  Regulations, 


I must  acknowledge  the  assistance  and  co-operation  I have  received  from  your 

g art-time  officers  as  well  as  from  the  officers  of  H.M.  Customs,  H.M,  Immigration 
epartment,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  & ^’oods,  the  Dock  Manager  and 
staff  of  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board,  the  South  Wales  Sea  Fisheries  officers, 
the  National  Union  of  Seamen,  the  Doctors  and  Officers  of  the  Shipping  Federation, 
the  Pilots,  the  local  Shipping  Agents,  the  Superintendents  of  the  various  shipping 
firms  as  well  as  to  the  Surveyors  of  the  Marine  Section  of  the  Department  of  Trade 
and  Industry,  for  which  I am  extremely  grateful. 

The  close  co-Operation  v/hich  has  existed  between  Dr,  Donald  and  your  staff  has 
continued  since  his  new  appointment  and,  I personally,  am  greatly  indebted  to  him. 
He  has  always  been  accessible  and  his  advice  readily  given. 

Your  full-time  staff  has  continued  to  carry  out  their  duties  in  their  usual 
efficient  manner  and  this  has  led  to  the  smooth  running  of  the  Department,

In  the  event  of  a sample  being  reported  as  unsatisfactory,  a copy  of  the 
Bacteriologist's  report  is  sent  to  the  Divisional  Manager  of  the  Glamorgan  Water 
Division  and  if  within  his  area  to  the  Docks  Manager  of  the  British  Transport 
Docks  Board,  In  all  cases  the  Chief  Environmental  Health  Officer  of  the  Local 
Authority  concerned  is  also  notified.

As  can  be  seen  fl*om  the  above  tables  it  is  most  satisfactory  to  note  that  of  the 
53  samples  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  during  the  year,  only  one  of  them  was 
reported  by  him  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This  one  was  taken  at  Albion  Wharf  on  the  Neath 
River  on  7th  October  when  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  stated  that  it  was  unsatis- 
factory due  to  a high  number  of  Coliform  Bacilli,  As  is  usual,  the  Divisional  Manager 
of  the  Olamorgan  Water  Division,  the  Chief  Environmental  Health  Officer  of  the  Neath 
Borough  Coxinoil  as  well  as  the  Owner  of  the  Wharf  were  informed  of  the  result  and 
the  latter  was  requested  to  advise  shipping  taking  on  water  at  this  point  to  boil  the 
water  before  using  it  for  human  consunqption.  Repeat  samples  were  taken  on  14th  October 
and  two  again  on  21st  October  and  as  the  results  of  these  were  highly  satisfactory, 
the  advised  precautions  were  withdrawn. 


(b)  Shipping 

During  the  year  l68  san5)les  of  drinking  water  were  taken  from  l63  ships  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination^ 

Whenever  an  xinsatisfactory  report  is  received  a copy  of  it  is  sent  to  the 
Owners  or  Agents  with  the  advice  that  the  water  tank  concerned  should  be  properly 
treated  by  chlorination,  emptied  and  then  refilled  with  wholesome  water  and  that 
until  this  operation  can  be  performed  the  water  therein  should  be  boiled  before 
oonsuiiq)tiono 

In  the  case  of  British  ships,  a copy  of  the  report  is  also  sent  to  the  local 
Inspector  of  Ships*  Provisions  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry  whenever  an 
unsatisfactory  sample  is  reported.

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Vomiting  and  Diari^hoea 

The  m.v.  "British  Poplar"  arrived  Swansea  from  Grangemouth  on  May  I8th  no 
sickness  being  reported.  On  May  21st  Hill  House  Hospital  telephoned  stating  that 
the  Federation  Doctor  had  examined  a fireman  from  this  ship  on  the  evening  of  May 
20th  and  had  had  him  admitted  into  Singleton  Hospital  whence  he  had  been  transferred 
to  Hill  House  Hospital  suffering  from  vomiting  and  diarrhoea.  Vessel  had  sailed 
from  Swansea  to  Milford  before  investigations  could  be  carried  out  so  the  Milford 
Port  Health  Authority  were  informed.  Later  they  reported  to  us  that  no  further 
cases  of  sickness  had  oocuried  and  that  their  investigations  revealed  nothing 
unusual.  Ship  had  then  sailed  for  Plymouth,  who  had  been  notified  of  the  circum- 
stances by  Milford, 

The  fireman  left  Hill  House  on  May  24th  and  a subsequent  message  from  the 
hospital  stated  that  all  tests  carried  out  on  the  fireman  were  "NKGATIVE", 


Acute  Hepatitis 

The  m.v,  "Chartsman"  arrived  at  the  B.H.C,  Wharf,  Neath  River  from  Santander 
on  April  8th,  The  Master  reported  that  his  Chief  Officer  fell  sick  in  Rotterdam 
on  March  50th  feeling  tired  and  run  down.  He  was  seen  by  a Doctor  there  who  failed 
to  make  a diagnosis.  He  proceeded  on  ship  to  Santander  where  he  saw  another  Doctor 
who,  after  various  tests  diagnosed  Acute  Hepatitis  and  recommanded  complete  rest  for 
a month  at  his  home,  where  he  should  again  report  to  his  Doctor,  He  proceeded 
home  immediately  on  ari'ival  at  the  Neath  River  and  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Broadland  District  Council,  Norwich,  where  he  lived  were  notified  of  the  circumstances. 


Suspected  Malaria 

The  Indian  m.v,  "Jaladuhita"  arrived  Swansea  from  India  via  West  African  Ports 
on  June  27th,  The  Master  stated  that  the  Deck  Bosun  had  reported  sick  about  June 
12th  and  after  being  medically  advised  by  radio  that  the  synqptoms  indicated 
suspected  malaria  he  had  treated  the  case  as  such.  Bosun  was  now  practically 
recovered  but  he  wished  him  to  have  a check  up  in  Swansea,  He  was  examined  by  a 
Doctor  and  Chest  X-Rays  were  taken  on  June  27th  and  blood  tests  were  taken  on  June 
28th,  which  later  revealed  that  his  blood  was  "normal". 

Salmonella  Heidelberg 

The  Danish  m.v,  "Bridgit"  arrived  at  Swansea  from  Mostyn  on  August  1st,  A 
telephone  message  had  been  received  from  Mostyn  Port  Health  Authority  earlier  that 
day  stating  that  the  Master*  s young  daughter  had  been  hospitalised  there  with 
suspected  Paratyphoid  fever.  As  the  vessel  had  been  previously  in  Portugal  a 
sample  of  the  drinking  water  had  been  bacteriologically  examined  at  Mostyn  but 
had  proved  negative,  A further  telephone  message  was  received  on  August  2nd  from 
the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Chester  Area  Health  Board  stating  that  the  Laboratory 
had  isolated  Salmonella  Heidelberg  from  the  patient.  No  further  case  of  sickness 
occurred  while  the  ship  was  in  Swansea  and  as  she  left  for  Newport  on  the  same  night, 
details  of  the  circumstances  were  notified  to  the  Port  Health  Authority  there. 
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P.U,0. 

The  Dutch  m.v,  "NEELTJE  BROERE”  arrived  Swansea  from  Cadiz  Head  on  August  5rdo 
On  August  5th  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital  informed  us  that  a member  of  the  crew 
had  been  hospitalised  there  on  August  4th  suffering  from  P.U.O,  Later  that  day  the 
Hospital  again  telephoned  stating  that  the  patient  was  fit  for  discharge  and  requested 
the  Agents  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements.  This  they  did  and  he  rejoined  his 
ship  without  any  definite  diagnosis  of  his  illness,  other  than  that  all  the  usual 
tests  proved  negative. 


Suspected  Malaria 

The  British  m.v,  "BAHARISTAN”  from  Indian  ports  via  Durban  arrived  Swansea  on 
September,  20th,  It  was  reported  that  a General  Steward  fell  sick  a couple  of 
days  before  reaching  Durban  on  August  30th  and  that  he  had  been  treated  as  a 
suspected  Malarial  case.  He  soon  recovered  other  than  weakness  and  had  been  back 
on  duty  for  some  time.  He  had  been  recommended  for  dental  treatment  by  the  Durban 
Medical  Officer,  this  he  intended  undergoing  either  here  or  at  Bristol  which  was 
the  next  port  of  call. 


Infective  Hepatitis 

The  m.v,  "BRITISH  HOLLY"  arrived  Swansea  from  Hamburg  on  October  30th,  no 
sickness  being  reported  on  aridval.  On  the  following  morning  a 53  year  old  Indian 
member  of  the  crew  reported  to  the  Federation  Doctor  suffering  from  a stomach 
complaint  and  after  examination  was  admitted  to  Singleton  Hospital,  During  the 
afternoon  he  was  transferred  to  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital  as  a case  of  Suspected 
Infective  Hepatitis  and  after  various  tests  this  was  confirmed  on  November  7th, 

No  further  sickness  occurred  during  the  ships  stay  in  port  and  as  she  sailed  for 
Durban  on  November  5th  the  Agents  were  notified  so  that  the  Owners  could  be  informed. 
The  crew  member  was  discharged  from  Hosoital  to  the  care  of  the  Agents  on  November 
21st, 


SALMONELLA  (NOT  TYPED) 

A Seventeen  year  old  seaman  joined  the  T.H.V,  "STELLA"  at  Swansea  Docks  on 
December  27th,  On  the  following  moming  he  reported  ill  with  diarrhoea  and  vomiting 
and  was  sent  by  the  Trinity  House  Depot  to  Singleton  Hospital,  After  an  examination 
there  he  was  irmaediately  transferred  to  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital  where  after 
undergoing  various  tests  it  v/as  found  that  he  was  suffering  from  Salmonella  (not 
typed).  He  was  discharged  on  January  3rd  when  the  Trinity  House  Depot  made  arrange- 
ments for  him  to  proceed  to  his  home  in  Camborne  Cornwall,  The  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  Camborne  Council  were  telephoned  and  given  full  details. 

SCABIES 


The  Greek  m.v,  "KIKI  YEMELOS"  arrived  from  Baltimore  at  the  New  Harbour, 

Port  Talbot  on  October  18th  no  sickness  being  reported.  During  the  afternoon  of 
the  following  day,  the  Agents  reported  that  about  a dozen  members  of  the  crew  had 
been  seen  by  a Doctor  at  Port  Talbot  who  had  prescribed  treatment  for  Scabies  and 
that  the  Master  had  forbidden  shore  leave.  As  the  vessel  was  soon  to  sail  for 
Rotterdam,  a telegram  giving  this  information  was  sent  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
there  followed  by  a confirmation  letter.  On  October  23rd  a reply  was  received 
thanking  us  for  the  information  and  informing  us  that  the  prescribed  medicines  and 
treatment  had  been  successfully  followed  during  the  voyage  and  that  no  further 
cases  were  present  on  arrival  at  that  Port, 
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SMALLPOX  SURVEILLANCfi 


Checks  are  made  of  the  smallpox  vaccination  certificates  of  the  crews  etc,,  of 
ships  which  are  known  to  have  called  at  ports  in  infected  areas  and  whenever  these 
certificates  are  found  to  have  expired,  arrangements  are  made  with  the  local  agents 
for  the  persons  to  be  re-vaccinated. 

Occasionally  information  is  received  from  Airports,  usually  London,  of  coloured 
crews  arriving  by  Air  for  the  purpose  of  joining  ships  in  the  Port,  They  had  left 
Smallpox  endemic  areas  and  had  joined  their  ship  well  within  the  incubation  period. 
In  such  cases  the  crevi'  members  are  kept  under  surveillance  while  in  port  and  should 
the  ship  leave  still  within  the  incubation  period,  the  Port  Heailth  Authority  of  the 
next  port  of  call  is  informed. 


SECTION  X - Observations  on  the  occurrence  of  malaria  in  ships 

Two  ships  each  reported  one  case  of  malaria  among  the  crews  during  the  year. 
The  cases  had  occurred  during  their  voyages  which  included  calls  at  West  African 
Ports,  Both  had  received  the  prescribed  treatment  on  board  and  by  the  time  the 
ships  reached  Swansea  had  practically  fully  recovered.

SECTION  XII  - Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from  foreign  ports 
1 o Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

The  Ratsearcher,  working  under  the  direction  of  an  Inspector,  searches  as  a 
routine,  ships  from  foreign  ports  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival,  for  any  evidence 
of  rat  infestation.  Enquiries  are  always  made  as  to  mortality  amongst  the  rats  on 
board  and  particular  attention  during  the  search  is  paid  to  any  excreta,  runs,  smears, 
etc.,  as  well  as  to  any  harbourage  present.  It  is  as  a resiolt  of  such  an  inspection 
whether  any  rat  repressive  measiires  are  deemed  necessary. 

The  same  procedure  is  adopted  prior  to  the  issue  of  a Deratting  or  Deratting 
Exen^tion  Certificate,  which  foreign-going  ships  must  possess  in  accordance  with 
Article  54  of  the  International  Health  Regulatiohs  as  well  as  for  Rodent  Certificates 
issued  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to  shipping)  Orders 
1951  and  19560 

The  Ratsearcher  inspected  909  ships  during  the  year  and  discovered  evidence  of 
rats  on  six  ships  and  evidence  of  mice  on  one  shipo 

During  the  first  quarter  evidence  of  rats  were  foxind  on  a British  ship  but 
although  the  excreta  was  old,  traps  were  set  and  poison  baits  were  laid  as  a pre- 
caution but  nothing  was  caught.  On  another  ship,  a Cypriot,  pronounced  old  excreta 
was  discovered.  There  was  also  evidence  that  extensive  poison  baiting  had  occurred. 
Such  poisoning  appeared  to  have  been  carried  out  very  successfully  since  no  rats  were 
destroyed  after  traps  had  been  set  for  several  days  in  Swansea,  One  dead  rat  was 
discovered  during  the  search  but  its  decomposed  condition  indicated  that  it  had  been 
there  for  some  time.  It  was  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  but  the  Director 
reported  ”Body  decomposed,  unsuitable  for  examination”. 

Another  two  decomposed  rats  v/ere  found  on  a British  ship  during  the  second 
quarter,  almost  certainly  caused  by  poison  baits  laid  prior  to  the  ship  coming 
to  Swansea,  as  an  inspection  here  revealed  no  evidence  of  rodents  anywhere. 

Evidence  of  mice  were  found  on  another  British  ship  and  trapping  thereon  resulted 
in  two  mice  being  destroyed,  A third  British  ship  applied  for  the  renewal  of  its 
Deratting  Exemption  Certificate  but  on  inspection  evidence  of  rodents  was  found. 
Extensive  trapping  was  performed  and  four  rats  were  killed,  one  of  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  the  Director  later  reporting  ”Culture:  No 
growth  of  Yersinia  Pestis  (Pasteurella  pestis)”. 

During  the  third  quarter  evidence  of  rats  were  found  in  tv/o  more  British  ships, 
the  excreta  in  both  instances  proving  to  be  old.  However  the  usual  precautions  were 
taken,  traps  being  laid  by  your  Ratsearcher  on  the  first  ship  and  the  Company* s 
contractor  laid  poison  baits  in  the  second  ship.  No  dead  rats  were  found  during  the 
stay  of  the  ships  in  Swansea, 
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In  early  October  a complaint  was  received  from  the  Master  of  a British  ship 
in  the  Neath  River  regarding  evidence  of  mice  droppings  found  in  a Packet  of  Quaker 
Oats.  A thorough  inspection  of  the  storeroom  revealed  no  traces  of  mice.  The 
information  was  passed  on  to  the  Chief  Environmental  Health  Officer  of  the  City 
of  Glasgow  in  whose  area  the  Ship  Chandler  who  had  provided  the  Quaker  Oats  had 
his  premises.  An  inspection  of  these  premises  revealed  no  evidence  of  mice  so 
Glasgow  notified  the  Health  Inspector  in  whose  area  the  manufacturer  had  their 
works.

Inspections  of  modern  ships  during  the  year  have  revealed  that  Ship  owners 
and  Shipbuilders  continue  to  pay  careful  attention  to  the  rat-proofing  of  their 
ships  during  construction,  the  result  being  most  satisfactory. 

In  the  older  type  of  ship,  whenever  harbourage  is  discovered  that  can  be 
eliminated,  your  Inspectors  gladly  advise  on  the  most  suitable  method  of  correcting 
same.

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SECTION  XIII  - INSPECTION  OF  SHIPS  FOR  NUISANCES 

Whenever  nuisances  or  defects  are  found  on  ships  and  they  are  likely  to  be 
remedied  in  port,  verbal  notice  is  given.  If  there  appears  to  be  no  likelihood  of 
co-operation,  an  Informal  Notice  is  served  on  the  Master  and/or  Ovmers  and  if  thought 
necessary  the  assistance  of  the  Marine  Surveyor  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry  is  sought.  If  the  Notice  is  not  complied  with  or  only  partly  complied  with 
in  this  Port  and  the  ship  is  proceeding  coastwise,  then  a follow  up  notice  is  sent  to 
the  next  Port  Health  Authority, 

Generally,  ships  from  which  drinking  water  samples  are  taken,  have  sailed  before 
the  result  from  the  Bacteriologist  is  available.  In  such  cases,  should  the  result  be 
unsatisfactory,  a notice  is  immediately  sent  to  the  Owners  via  the  local  agents, 
advising  them  to  instruct  the  Master  to  have  all  drinking  water  remaining  on  board 
boiled  before  consumption  and  to  make  arrangements  as  speedily  as  possible  to  have  the 
fresh  water  tanks  chlorinated  and  satisfactorily  cleansed.

Inspectors  for  the  routine  inspection  of  foodstuffs  which  were  landed  into  the 
various  transit  sheds  in  the  docks  under  your  jurisdiction,

The  total  weight  of  food  landed  was  over  t^ifS^Tons.  and  the  countries  from  which 
it  arrived  included  Argentina,  Chile,  Ecuador,  Norway,  Portugal,  Spain  and  Yugo- 
slavia, Details  of  the  containerised  food  arriving  at  the  Ferryport  from  Cork  are 
given  later  in  this  Report, 

Included  in  these  figures  are  the  I90  landings  of  wet  fish  made  by  8 vessels 
owned  by  the  Swansea  Fishermen  Ltd, , who  lease  the  Fish  Market  at  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Dock,  The  fish  landed  from  these  trawlers  weighed  3,605  cwts,  valued  at  £52,325  and 
was  mainly  caught  on  the  fishing  grounds  of  the  Bristol  Channel,  The  vast  bulk  was 
caught  by  5 of  the  larger  trawlers  between  60  and  73  feet  registered  length  while  the 
other  3 vessels  made  only  minor  contributions  to  the  fish  supp^,y.  There  was  a sharp 
decline  in  the  weight  of  the  fish  and  also  the  number  of  landings  when  compared  with 
last  years  figures  and  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the  unprecedented  bad  weather 
experienced  in  the  British  Channel  particularly  during  the  first  five  months  of  the 
year  and  again  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  fish  was  subject  to  routine  inspection  by  your  Food  Inspectors  and  proved  to 
be  of  high  quality. 

The  company’s  flake  ice  plant  at  the  Fish  Market  operated  intermittently, 
particularly  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  supplies  of  the  ice  and  water  from 
which  it  is  made  were  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination.  In  all  a 
total  of  10  ice  samples  and  10  water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  were 
reported  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to  be  satisfactory.  In  the  event  of  samples 
being  found  unsatisfactory  investigations  are  carried  out  to  try  and  find  the  cause 
and  repeat  sampling  is  continued  until  satisfactory  results  are  achieved.  In  all 
cases  the  results  are  notified  to  the  Manager  of  the  Glamorgan  V/ater  Division  of  the 
W'elsh  National  Water  Development  Authority,  the  Docks  Manager  and  the  tenants  of  the 
Fish  Market

As  a Port  Health  Authority  we  are  particularly  interested  in  the  foodstuffs 
landed  and  during  the  year  763  containers  or  trailers  carrying  over  10,381  tons  of 
foodstuffs  arrived  from  Cork, 


In  accordance  with  the  Imported  Food  Regulations  when  an  Authorised  Officer 
considers  it  expedient  that  the  examination  of  the  contents  of  a container  should 
be  deferred  until  it  reaches  a specified  place  of  destination  elswhere,  he  shall 
require  the  Importer  etc.,  to  give  an  tindertaking  in  writing,  stating  that  the  con- 
tainer has  been  sealed  and  will  remain  so  until  it  reaches  the  destination  specified 
on  the  undertaking.  At  the  same  time,  the  Authorised  Officer  must  notify  the  Receiving 
Authority  that  the  Container  is  on  its  way  to  that  Authority  and  this  must  be  done 
as  expeditiously  as  possible,  normally  by  telephone  and  later  confirmed  in  writing. 

As  most  of  the  food  containers  arriving  here  have  refrigerated  contents  the 
examination  of  which  on  the  quayside  would  be  inadvisable,  the  procedure  referred 
to  above  as  set  out  in  the  Regulations  is  adopted,  thus  enabling  the  Receiving 
Authorities  to  carry  out  the  examination  of  the  foodstuffs  at  the  destination, 

"Croup  Containers"  i,e,  containers  which  hold  several  different  commodities, 
go  to  *K'  Shed,  Prince  of  Wales  Dock,  where  they  are  sorted  out.  After  Customs 
clearance,  any  foods  forming  part  of  the  group  container,  are  examined  by  your 
Food  Inspectors  and  then  allowed  to  proceed  to  their  destination  without  any  further 
examination  at  that  point. 

Occasionally  it  has  happened  that  food  containers  have  ai rived  without  a definite 
address  to  which  they  are  bound.  These  are  immediately  detained  and  are  only  released 
when  the  Inspector  is  satisfied  of  their  correct  destination.

A Container  (ULR  1022)  of  550  cartons  of  Pork  Legs  weight  8 Tons,  18  Cwts, 

2 Qrs,  3 Lhs,  arrived  at  the  J'erxyport  from  Cork  on  the  m,v,  ”IMISEALLEN'*  on 
22nd  May  at  8,00  p.rn. 

The  a«companying  documents  did  not  include  a Health  Certificate  as  required  by 
the  Imported  Food  Amendment  Regulations  1975,  so  the  container  was  detained.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  & Food,  London  was  informed  as  per  the  Regulations 
and  they  in  turn  com.-nunicated  with  the  Irish  Embassy,  who  contacted  their  Government 
in  Dublin  to  carry  out  the  necessary  investigations,  A message  was  received  at  this 
office  at  12,50  p,ra,  the  next  day  stating  that  the  meat  had  been  inspected  and  a 
Health  Certificate  signed  by  an  official  Irish  Government  Veterinarian  and  that  the 
Certificate  had  been  mislaid,  A copy  of  same  would  be  sent  immediately.  Being 
satisfied  that  a bona-fide  error  had  been  made,  the  container  was  released  in 
accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  Regulations  at  1,00  p,m,  on  that  day,  after  a 
delay  of  1?  hours.  The  relevant  Certificate  reached  this  office  on  May  24-th  and 
was  forwarded  to  Liverpool  whence  the  Container  was  bound  and  on  the  next  day  a letter 
of  apology  with  a copy  of  the  missing  Certificate  was  received  from  the  Irish 
Embassy,  London,

Periodical  inspections  are  made  of  the  ships  which  operate  passenger  services 
from  Swansea  and  when  it  is  found  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Owners  to 
any  defects  found,  remedial  action  is  usually  taken  imraed lately.  Only  on  one 
occasion  were  defects  found  on  one  of  the  vessels  during  the  year  and  as  the  ship 
was  delayed  in  port  for  other  reasons  as  well,  the  necessary  repairs  were  carried 
out  before  sailings  were  resumed. 

Four  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  from  these  ships  and  subjected  to 
bacteriological  examination  and  in  all  cases  satisfactory  results  were  received. 
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THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (DOCKS,  CARRIERS.  ETC.)  REGULATIONS.  I960 

As  a result  of  regular  routine  visits  to  the  various  wharves,  warehouses,  transit 
sheds,  etc.,  to  which  these  Regulations  are  applicable  it  has  been  necessary  at  times 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Owners  and  Tenants  to  their  obligations  under  the  Regu- 
lations, particularly  as  regards  to  cleanliness.  Usually  any  complaints  made  by  your 
Inspectors  are  immediately  attended  to. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  most  of  the  foodstuffs  landed  here  are  packed  or 
othenvise  protected  in  such  a manner  that  risk  of  contamination  of  the  food  is 
negli gible „

THE  DARK  SMOKE  (PERMITTED  PERIODS)  (VESSELS)  REGULATIONS,  1958 

Whenever  excessive  dark  smoke  emissions  are  observed  by  the  Inspectors,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Master  or  Chief  Engineer  of  the  vessel  is  drawn  to  the  requirements  of 
these  Regulations,  In  the  first  instance  verbal  warnings  are  given  and  if  the  nuisance 
conti»nuss  or  is  repeated,  an  informal  notice  is  served  followed  if  necessary  by  legal 
action. 


During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notices  on  3 ships  for  dark  smoke 
emissions  in.  excess  of  the  prescribed  times  stated  in  the  Regulations, 

On  March  12th  the  Floating  Crane  owned  by  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board  was 
engaged  in  removing  heavy  lifts  from  another  vessel  and  commenced  emitting  dark  smoke 
in  excess  of  the  prescribed  times.  The  attention  of  the  person  in  charge  was  drawn 
to  the  nuisance  and  steps  were  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance  almost  at  once.  Inferior 
and  unsuitable  coal  being  used  during  the  coal  emergency  were  blamed  for  the  incident, 

A message  was  received  that  the  m.v,  "BRITISH  CURLE\7"  when  changing  berths  in  the 
Queen's  Dock  on  the  evening  of  May  2nd  had  caused  a smoke  nuisance  so  on  the  follov/ing 
morning  investigations  were  made  which  resulted  in  a written  notice  being  served  on  the 
Master  warning  him  of  the  breach  of  the  Regulations,  This  was  heeded  as  no  further 
nuisance  was  observed  from  the  ship  during  the  rest  of  its  stay  in  port. 

The  third  occasion  took  place  on  October  15th  when  the  vessel  concerned  was  the 
Norwegian  m,v,  ''PETUNIA".  This  vessel  was  testing  its  engines  prior  to  leaving  Dry 
Dock  when  the  smoke  emission  was  observed.  It  was  quickly  abated  as  soon  as  the  Masters 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  risk  of  an  offence. 

The  co-operation  of  those  in  charge  in  each  instance  made  it  unnecessary  to 
consider  any  legal  action.

This  vessel  anchored  in  Swansea  Bay  after  arrival  from  Mackay  (Australia)  via 
Cape  Town  on  13th  September  to  await  a berth  at  the  New  Harbour,  Port  Talbot,  It 
came  to  the  notice  of  your  officers  that  a crew  member  from  the  vessel  landed  at 
the  Kings  Dock  Lock  prior  to  ’’free  pratique"  being  granted  to  the  Master  and  without 
permission  from  an  authorised  officer  of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

Article  18(1)  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)Regulations,  1970-7^f  states  that  "On 

the  arrival  of  a ship  from  any  foreign  port  no  person  other  than  a pilot,  a 

customs  officer  or  immigration  officer  or  an  authorised  officer  shall  without  the 
permission  of  tne  Medical  Officer  board  or  leave  the  ship  until  free  pratique  has  been 
granted  and  the  Master  shall  take  all  steps  necessary  to  secure  comnliance  with  this 
provision," 


In  accordance  with  your  minute  No,  151 6 the  Clerk  was  consulted  and  a summons 
issued  against  the  Master  for  alleged  breach  of  the  Regulations,  The  case  was  heard 
at  the  Magistrate  Court  on  iSth  September,  the  Master  pleaded  guilty  and  he  was  fined 
£25. 


Certificates  of  Health 

During  the  year  shipments  of  Rags  etc,,  took  place  from  the  Port  of  Swansea  to 
certain  ports  in  Spain  and  at  the  request  of  the  Exporters,  two  Certificates  of  Health 
were  issued  to  accompany  the  consignments  stating  that  "No  disease  subject  to  the 
Internationa.!  Health  Regulations  ioe.  Cholera,  Plague,  Smallpox  or  Yellow  Fever  existed 
in  the  City  and  Port  of  Swansea  at  the  time  of  the  issuing  of  the  Certificates,"

THE  EXPORT ijD  ANBIALS  PROTECTION  ORDER,  1964 

Information  v/as  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  & Food, 
Chessington,  Surrey,  that  a licence  had  been  issued  authorising  the  export  of  7 bulls 
for  breeding  puiqjoses  from  Swansea  Docks  to  the  Argentine  Republic,  This  took  place 
on  April  30th  on  board  the  m.v,  "ROIvINEY",  The  requirements  of  the ‘licence  were 
adhered  to  and  all  hygiene  conditions  during  the  shipment  v/ere  observed  to  be  satis— 
factory. 


STUDENT  VISITORS 

During  the  year  four  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspectors  from  the  Authorities  of 
Swansea,  Port  Talbot,  Neath  and  Llanelli  received  theoretical  and  practical  instruction 
in  all  aspects  of  Port  Health  work  from  members  of  your  staff. 

In  addition  there  v/ere  tv/o  separate  visits  of  eight  and  tv/elve  student  nurses 
from  the  Singleton  and  Morriston  Hospitals  as  part  of  their  Community  Care  Course 
organised  by  the  Senior  Nursing  Officer  of  the  Swansea  Health  District  of  the  West 
Glamorgan  Area  Health  Authority. 

On  another  occasion  five  staff  nurses  and  sisters  from  these  hospitals  who  were 
studying  for  the  Diploma  in  Nursing  also  made  a visit.  They  all  visited  the  Medical 
Centre  of  the  National  Docks  Labour  Board  as  v/ell  as  ships  in  dock  before  being 
lectured  on  Port  Health  work  and  I would  again  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Sisters 
in  charge  of  the  Medical  Centre  as  well  as  to  the  Shipping  Agents  concerned  for  their 
excellent  co-operation  in  making  these  visits  so  instructive  and  enjoyable. 
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
